Annual  "Scenic  Scamper" 
Roars  Over  Hill  June  24

A  grownup  visiting  the  Daniel  Webster 
Elementary  School  on  Potrero  Hill  could 
end  up  wishing  to  be  a  kid  again  -  just  to 
be  back  in  school! 

Visits  to  the  local  teddy  bear  factory 
or  the  downtown  IBM  hcHdqiiarters.  build- 
ing a  giant  geodesic  dome,  sharing  the 
classroom  with  fuzzy  chicks,  playing 
with  computers,  attending  the  ballet, 
reading  the  menu  at  a  delicatessen  - 
these  are  all  part  of  an  accelerated  pro- 
gram that  the  school  initiated  last  year. 

Daniel  Webster  Principal  Wilhelmina 
Santamaria  explains  that  the  curriculum 
is  de*iigned  to  treat  the  children  with 
respect  and  to  maintain  their  interest. 
And  it  seems  to  be  working. 

"My  daughter  cries  when  she  has  to 
miss  H  day  of  school,"  said  Jesse  Tello,  a 
parent  whose  daughter  is  in  the  first 
grade.  Esther  Schlocker.  who  works  as 
an  elementary  advisor  at  the  school,  re- 
ported that  in  the  year  and  a  half  since 
the  I"!''"'  !---Tf  h:r-  'piT-i  m         ■don,  (here

Test  -scores  in  reading  have  already 
gone  up  two  grades,  according  to  Santa- 
maria. and  students  won  prizes  in  April 
at  the  science  fair.  Perhaps  the  biggest 
change,  heard  again  and  again,  has  been 
qualitative.  Jackie  Dolan.  who  has  been 
teachmg  at  Webster  for  12  years,  des- 
cribed it  as  a  "change  in  attitude  and 
feeling.  The  children  are  feeling  it. 
They're  more  secure,  safer,  happier." 

Nearly  80  percent  of  the  nearly  41)0 
students  who  attend  Daniel  Webster  are 
minority  children  whose  parents  are  poor, 
often  non-English  speaking  -  the  sort  of 
children,  who  according  to  statistics, 
frequently  perform  poorly,  become  frus- 
trated and  eventually  drop  out. 

According  to  Santamaria,  the  push  for 
change  began  when  "we  looked  at  our- 
selves and  realized  we  had  to  change  our 
attitude."  The  school  examined  the  ac- 
celerated theories  of  Stanford  educator 
Henry  Levin,  and  then  decided  to  adopt 
them.  This  meant  accepting  responsibili- 
ty for  the  success  or  failure  of  the  stu- 
dents, and  embarking  on  a  program  to 
develop  a  sense  of  school  community, 
and  to  increase  learning  and  student 
achievement  so  that  the  "at  risk"  student 
population  would  be  up  to  grade  level  by 
completion  of  the  sixth  grade. 

"The  beauty  of  it,"  according  to  Santa- 
maria, "is  that  we  decide  what  to  do. 
Nobody  tells  us.  The  underlying  tenet  is 
that  we  don't  look  for  a  program  to  be  a 
band-aid,  it  must  fit  with  our  unity  of 
purpose,  our  vision  as  a  total  school." 


Marge  Marie-Rose,  a  longtime  Potrero 
Hill  resident  who  teaches  special  educa- 
tion classes  at  Webster,  agrees  tliat  what 
is  special  about  the  accelerated  program 
is  "nobody  gives  you  answers.  The  answers 
are  provided  by  the  faculty,  the  adminis- 
trators, the  parents  and  the  children,  and 
what's  required  is  a  lot  of  dedication.  It 
empowers  the  teacliers  to  have  a  say  in 
the  curriculum  and  the  governing  of  the 
school.  Eventually  this  sort  of  thing  is 
going  to  be  happening  all  over." 

The  process  began  when  the  entire  staff 
got  together  to  assess  the  school's  streng- 
ths and  weaknesses.  Santamaria  said  that 
in  early  discussions,  they  decided  that 
they  lacked  a  consistent  teaching  ap- 
proach or  behavior  policy,"  that  the  em- 
phasis on  testing  resulted  in  low  morale." 
and  that  the  standard  reading  texts  had 
very  little  meaningful  content. 

They  also  saw  the  need  for  greater  par- 
ent involvement,  and  for  cooperative 
learning  to  offset  the  self-centeredness 
fostered  by  American  culture.  "We  rea- 
lized we  didn't  even  know  eacli  other  well," 
Santamaria  said,  "and  wc  wanted  to  build 
OKI-  own  Ic/im  fi  [■■  (iMKii  l 

for  the  chilflren. 

Immediately  they  decided  that  teachers 
would  be  encouraged  to  devise  their  own 
programs  and  receive  support  in  obtaining 
materials.  The  Great  Books  of  literature 
have  now  replaced  standardized,  repeti- 
tive drills  in  phonics  and  grammar,  and 
the  children  are  encouraged  to  write  and 
write  and  do  more  writing.  Narrative 
writing,  expository  writing,  "web"  writ- 
ing (the  main  topic  goes  into  the  center 
of  the  page  and  related  ideas  shoot  off 
all  around  it),  the  writing  is  paramount. 

Lessons  are  organized  around  themes. 
A  new  story  is  covered  every  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  each  time  it  is  used  as  an 
educational  springboard.  Recently  a 
class  read  about  Corduroy  the  Bear,  then 
visited  a  teddy  bear  factory;  brought  in 
stuffed  animals  from  home;  discussed 
Teddy  Roosevelt;  painted  a  mural  of 
bears;  thought  about  bear  claws;  acquir- 
ed new  vocabulary  words,  and  learned 
how  the  weather  relates  to  hibernation. 
"They  were  very  interested,"  commented 
Santamaria. 

Peer  tutoring  and  cooperative  learning 
groups  are  being  used  to  narrow  skills 
gaps,  and  one  frequently  sees  a  classroom 
where  three  or  four  groups  of  children 
are  engaged  in  separate  activities.  They 
are  talking  and  interacting,  but  there  is 
no  adult  pleading  with  them  to  be  quiet 
and  pay  attention,  for  they  are  already 
"on  task." 

Most  of  the  books  used  in  the  program 
have  animal  characters  who  are  dealing

Lan- 
zarin warmed  up  tor  tne  local  run  by 
placing  54th  in  the  Examiner  Bay  to 
Breakers  run  last  month. 

Past  Scampers  have  drawn  local  tele- 
vision personalities  and  political  figures. 
Mayor  Art  Agnos,  a  former  Hill  resident, 
and  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  acted  as 
official  starters  for  the  1988  event. 

Pre-registration  fees  until  June  16  are 
$10  for  adults  (price  includes  a  t-shirt) 
and  $2  for  children  under  12.  After  June 
16  the  fees  are  SI  2  and  $3  respectively.

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IN  OUR  VIEW 

Two  Proud  Years 


It  was  just  two  years  ago  that  two  concerned  staffers  from  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  decided  tliat  something  must  be  done  for  the  many  young  men  who  were  close 
to  being  claimed  by  the  cycle  of  hopelessness  that  leads  to  drug  abuse  and  drug 
sales. 

With  just  a  handful  of  young  men  at  that  time,  they  started  the  Omega  Boys  Club, 
bused  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House. 

The  rules  were  simple:  keep  drug-free,  stay  in  school  and  maintain  decent  grades. 
The  club  was  designed  to  show  there  could  be  an  alternative  to  either  dead-end  mini- 
mum wage  jobs  or  the  deadly  bargain  with  the  devil  that  so  many  young  people  were 
making  -  becoming  part  of  the  growing  "crack"  cocaine  trade. 

One  alternative  the  Omegas  have  provided  is  the  possibility  of  college,  and  indeed, 
over  the  club's  short  life,  a  group  of  young  men  and  two  women  are  now  enrolled  in 
college  and  a  new  crop  of  graduating  seniors  is  looking  forward  to  this  possibility  as 
well.  When  one  considers  the  enormity  of  the  "crack"  problem  in  the  city,  a  problem 
lueled  by  a  diabolic  lusi  lor  profits  at  every  level,  one  can  only  realize  the  need  for 
many  more  programs  that  present  such  a  positive  alternative  are  needed. 

And  the  young  nen  who  have  turned  their  lives  around  through  the  Omegas  are  tak- 
ing this  message  throughout  the  city  and  the  Bay  Area:  You  do  have  a  choice;  the 
"crack"  trade  is  not  the  answer;  don't  make  that  bargain  with  the  devil.  It's  a  power- 
ful message,  and  it's  working.  From  a  handful  of  young  men  two  years  ago.  the  Cm- 
egas  now  number  more  than  100.  We  can  be  proud  that  it  aU  began  on  Potrero  HiU. 


Insult  to  Injury 


Workers'  compensation  is  something  most  people  never  even  think  about  -  unless 
they're  hurt  on  the  job.  And  only  then  do  they  realize  that  the  $224  maximum  weekly 
benefit  provided  for  injured  workers  is  clearly  not  enough  to  make  ends  meet. 

The  good  news  is  that,  after  a  seven  year  freeze  in  workers'  compensation  benefits, 
there  is  a  bill  in  Sacramento  (AB  2032)  that  would  raise  these  benefits,  to  more  than 
$500  a  week  in  three  years,  and  providing  an  automatic  increase  each  year  thereaft- 
er. 

But  the  bad  news  is  that,  to  finance  this  benefit  increase,  this  bill  would  add  insult 
to  injury  by  limiting  access  to  workers'  compensation  and  taking  away  some  current 
protections  and  rights  that  workers  have. 

Although  stress  accounts  for  only  two  percent  of  total  claims,  it's  the  fastest-grow- 
ing area;  under  this  bill,  without  physical  signs  such  as  headaches,  backaches,  or  high 
blood  pressure,  there'd  be  no  claim.  And  if  an  injured  worker  needed  to  be  trained  for 
a  different  job,  half  the  cost  of  that  training  would  be  deducted  from  benefits.  The 
bill  also  abohshes  the  appeals  board  and  makes  it  more  costly  and  less  effective  to  go 
to  a  doctor  of  one's  own  choice. 

Hearings  are  currently  taking  place  in  Sacramento  under  the  auspices  of  Assembly- 
man Burt  Margolin's  Subcommittee  on  Workers'  Health  and  Insurance.  If  you  believe 
the  current  benefit  levels  must  be  increased  -  but  not  at  the  expense  of  basic  access 
to  this  very  important  system,  write  to  him,  and  to  your  State  Legislators.  This  is  an 
issue  that  affects  everyone  who  works  for  a  living.

CONDO  CONVERSION  BATTLE 

A  proposed  condominium  conversion  on  De  Haro  Street  was  drawing  the  ire  of  renters 
and  the  View  10  years  ago  this  month.  Among  those  presented  with  eviction  notices 
were  a  working  mother  with  two  children.  The  tenants  were  preparing  to  fight  the 
action  with  the  help  of  a  group  calling  itself  the  Potrero  Hill  Tenants  Alliance. 

CANDLESTICK  POINT  RECREATION  AREA 

Groundbreaking  ceremonies  for  California's  first  "urban  state  park"  took  place  at  the 
Candlestick  Park  shoreline  just  north  of  the  stadium.  An  appropriation  bill  for  $10 
million  to  acquire  the  land  was  introduced  by  Assemblyman  Willie  Brown  in  1973,  and 
in  1976  then-Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  authored  a  bill  mandating  the  development  of 
the  project.  The  following  year  the  bill  was  adopted  and  signed  into  law  by  then- 
Governor  Jerry  Brown.  Late  summer  of  I  979  was  the  target  date  for  the  completion 
of  the  first  phase. 

A  SENIOR  HOUSING  PLAN  THAT  LOST 

Plans  to  develop  the  closed  Patrick  Henry  School  on  Vermont  Street  into  living  quar- 
ters ana  a  multi-purpose  center  lor  seniors  were  on  shaky  ground,  the  View  notea. 
Despite  strong  support  for  the  project  from  then-Supervisor  Robert  Gonzales  and  the 
late  Congressman  Phil  Burton,  city  and  county  agencies  have  priority  in  the  use  of 
surplus  public  buildings,  and  Hctch  Hetchy  officials  had  been  bargaining  with  the 
S.F.  Unified  School  District  for  rental  of  the  facility.  (As  most  Hill  residents  know, 
Hetch  Hetchy  did  move  in  and  occupied  the  school  building  for  10  years.  It  was  re- 
claimed by  the  School  District  and  now  houses  the  International  Studies  Academy.) 

MAXWELL,  DE  ANDRADE  AND  BRADFORD  CONTEND  FOR  SUPE  SEAT 

Enola  D.  Maxwell.  Director  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  Philip  De  Andrade, 
owner  of  Goat  Hill  Pizza,  and  Robert  Bradford,  then-President  of  the  Boosters  and 
Merchants  Assn.,  were  three  of  more  than  a  dozen  District  Seven  residents  to  file 
candidacies  for  the  district's  supervisorial  seat  in  the  November  election.  (Doris  Ward 
and  Robert  Gonzales  emerged  the  top  vote-getters  and  Ward  won  the  run-off 
election.) 

THIS  AND  THAT  10  YEARS  AGO 

Friends  of  Ann  Bzik,  Potrero  Hill  weaver,  artist,  economic  analyst,  solar  technologist, 
math  tutor  and  community  activist,  were  preparing  a  memorial  gathering  for  her. 
Bzik  died  May  8,  1979,  age  63.  ...  Singer,  songwriter  and  one  of  the  guiding  spirits  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Potrero  View,  Lenny  Anderson,  was  scheduled  to  perform  at 
the  Nabe  on  June  24.  ...  The  Little  Red  Door  Thrift  Store,  a  fixture  for  16  years  on 
the  same  block  of  18th  Street  fell  victim  to  a  big  rent  increase  and  owner  Lena  Car- 
mena  was  looking  for  new  quarters.  ...  Work  on  the  final  plan  for  a  four  and  a  half 
acre  park  at  the  south  end  of  Potrero  Avenue  was  being  done  by  architect  George 
Homsey  of  Esherick,  Homsey,  Dodge  and  Davis,  whose  office  overlooked  tlic  site.  ...

with  values,  ronflifis  and  emotions,  und 
ihcse.  too,  become  a  part  of  the  child- 
ren's lessons.  Cliildren  are  encouraged 
to  empathize  with  the  characters  in  the 
stories  and  to  take  responsibility  for  their 
own  behavior.  "I  see  less  fighting,  and 
the  children  don't  get  as  angry."  Dolan 
said,  adding.  "They're  learning  more 
problem-solving  and  how  to  handle  their 
feelings."  Rules  that  the  children  help 
devise  have  been  developed  and  they  fol- 
low them,  "not  because  they're  told  to  do 
so.  but  because  they  belong  to  a  com- 
munity, and  they  accept  the  responsibili- 
ty." Santamaria  explained. 

Schlocker  noted  that  as  a  result  of  the 
new  yard  rules  there  are  fewer  accidents 
or  fights,  and  "there  is  more  integration. 
The  games  using  school  equipment  are 
considered  open  to  everybody.  Anybody 
can  walk  up  and  join  in  without  being 
turned  away."  She  added  that  the  differ- 
ent grades  are  also  mixing  more  on  the 
playground  as  a  result  of  the  familiarity 
engendered  by  team  teaching. 

The  school  staff  has  made  an  intensive 
effort  to  attract  parent  involvement,  and 
this,  too.  is  proving  successful.  Last  year 
Santamaria  started  getting  parents  in- 
volved in  teaching  cooking  classes.  "Many 
of  the  cooks  could  not  even  speak  Eng- 
lish, but  they  could  share  their  cooking  - 
Mexican.  Samoan,  Italian.  Chinese,"  she 
observed.  "They  were  able  to  feel  good 
about  themselves,  they  felt  welcome  at 
the  school,  and  they  started  networking." 
Marie-Rose  stressed  that  parent  involve- 
ment "still  has  a  long  way  to  go,"  but 
added  that  she  has  seen  a  "180  degree" 
shift.  "Before  we  had  none.  Now  we  have 
a  nice  nucleus  of  hard-working  people." 

liolan  believes  parent  involvement  has 
been  essential  to  the  transformation  of 


the  school.  Many  parents  now  volunteer 
on  a  regular  basis,  and  some  even  come 
daily,  providing  an  added  element  of 
stability  for  the  children.  They  learn  to 
use  computers  in  the  office,  act  as  tea- 
cher-helpers in  the  classroom,  and  parti- 
cipate on  committees  that  create  school 
policy.  ".As  parents  interact  more  with 
teachers  and  children,  they  feel  good 
and  they  know  the  teachers  care.  Then 
they  interact  with  their  friends,  and  so 
more  parents  get  involved.  It's  still 
growing."  Dolan  noted. 

An  infusion  of  money  from  a  court 
ordered  Consent  Decree  to  promote 
school  integration  has  also  been  a  tre- 
mendous boon  to  the  school.  As  the  re- 
cipient of  $240,000  a  year  for  the  next 
five  years,  the  school  has  been  able  to 
purchase  40  Apple  computers,  complete 
with  color  monitors,  and  hire  specialized 
teachers  for  math,  computer  lab,  science, 
creative  writing  and  perceptual  motor 
activities.  With  more  teachers,  classes 
are  regularly  split  in  half  so  that  the 
students  receive  more  individualized 
attention. 

It  has  been  a  policy  for  many  Potrero 
Hill  parents  who  could  afford  to  do  so  to 
send  their  children  to  private  schools, 
Santamaria  pointed  out,  "and  now  they're 
bringing  them  back."  There  are  now  120 
students  at  the  school  who  live  on  the 
Hill,  up  from  90  two  years  ago. 

Lists  of  goals  for  the  entire  school 
paper  the  walls  in  the  office,  and  per- 
sonal goal-setting  is  also  an  important 
part  of  the  process.  Santamaria  savs  her 
own  primary  goal  is  to  "support  the  tea- 
chers and  be  a  team  player.  The  bottom 
line  is  that  the  teachers  deliver  to  the 
children,  and  if  they're  not  happy,  then 
the  children  aren't."  Another  of  her  fa- 
vorite goals  appears  on  the  wall  in  one  of 
the  classrooms,  "Aim  high,  and  youll 
never  be  bored."

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No  Change  in  Clinic, 
Says  Mayor's  Office 


ART  FOR  ART(AND  SHERRY'S)  SAKE 


Patients  and  staff  at  the  Caleb  Clark 
Potrero  Hill  Clinic  were  able  to  breathe 
a  sigh  of  relief  this  month  upon  hearing 
that  the  proposed  city  budget  does  not 
call  for  any  cuts  at  the  clinic. 

According  to  Susan  Erlich  of  the  Ma- 
yor's office,  "There  will  be  no  change 
at  Potrero."  She  said  that  in  reviewing 
the  budget  it  was  decided  that  the  agency 
that  had  been  handling  federal  funding 
had  done  an  inadequate  job  of  record 
keeping,  and  so  it  would  be  unwarranted 
to  decrease  funding  based  on  their  statis- 
tics that  the  clinic  had  been  under-util- 
ized. 

She  added  that  the  City  intends  to  do 
a  more  careful  job  of  monitoring  utiliza- 
tion of  the  clinic  in  the  future,  and  that 
the  clinic  will  be  receiving  new  computer 
equipment  to  help  with  this  function  as 
well  as  with  billing. 

Dr.  Michael  Drennan,  the  Clinic's  Medi- 
cal Director,  was  pleased  to  learn  that 
the  clinic  will  maintain  its  present  staff- 
ing, but  he  notes,  "We  still  need  to  re- 
place the  federally  funded  staffing  that 


was  lost  over  the  last  six  months"  as  a 
result  of  federal  budget  cuts.  Ideally  he 
would  like  to  see  the  clinic  rehire  two 
clerks,  a  lab  technician,  a  groundskeeper, 
porter,  and  transportation  people  for  sup- 
plies and  equipment,  but  he  is  not  sure 
if  or  when  the  City  will  be  able  to  fund 
these  staff  positions. 

Ellen  Shaffer,  of  the  Community  Health 
Coalition,  was  also  pleased  that  the  Po- 
trero Clinic  would  not  be  losing  addition- 
al doctors  and  nurses,  but  she  remains 
concerned  about  other  proposed  budget 
cuts,  especially  in  mental  health.  Threat- 
ened are  the  Alemany  and  29th  Street 
clinics,  which  serve  low-income,  multi- 
cultural and  multi-lingual  clients,  many 
of  whom  would  be  hard-pressed  to  go 
elsewhere. 

A  hearing  will  be  held  on  June  19  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  hear 
community  testimony  about  the  cuts.

Out  of  "Invisible  Life"  to  Literacy 


Considcrint;  Hmt  he  couldn't  rcod  or 
write  well  enough  to  fill  out  most  employ- 
ment appliCHlions,  James  Rich  didn't  do 
badly.  He  held  countless  factory  jobs, 
sold  clolhing  door-to  door,  ran  a  small 
moving  and  storage  business,  was  a 
draftsman  and  an  artists'  agent. 

"You  had  to  be  aggressive,  use  the  skills 
you  had,"  Rich  explains  now.  "If  some- 
body wanted  me  to  fill  out  a  form  or 
something.  I'd  smile  and  wove  it  away 
and  say.  'Don't  worry  about  that  thing, 
man.  i  ean  do  the  job.'" 


Still,  the  46  ycar-oid  Potrero  Hill 
resident  knew  he  was  living  on  the  edge, 
getting  by  but  never  really  getting  aiiead.

suit  brought  by  an  indentured  servant 
against  his  master  in  1761,  and  was 
jointly  sponsored  by  Project  Read  and 
the  S.F.  Bar  Association. 

The  April  12  event  focused  attention 
on  udutl  literacy  programs  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  problems  they  can  help 
overcome.  James  Rich,  a  high  school 
dropout,  can  tell  you  about  those. 

"It's  like  being  invisible  in  the  world. 
You  use  all  your  energy  to  maintain  a 
mediocre  level  of  life.  You  see  things 
pass  you  by  and  can't  do  anything  about 
it,"  he  says. 

By  the  same  token,  Rich  says,  learning; 
to  read  and  write  was  almost  equally 
stressful  in  the  beginning,  but  through 
the  interest  and  friendship  of  his  tutors 
iit  Project  Read  and  at  a  Glide  Memorial 
Church  literacy  program,  he  got  over 
tlie  initial  hurdle. 

In  1  986,  after  two  years  of  study.  Rich 
passed  ttie  GED  high  school  equivalency 
exam  and  enrolled  at  College  of  Marin, 
where  lie  expects  to  have  completed  the 
requirements  for  a  two-year  degree  next 
year.  Tlien  he'll  apply  for  admission  to 
S.K.  State,  aiming  for  a  degree  in  broad- 
casting. 

Rich  is  already  in  communications  work 
through  an  apprenticeship  program  at 
Viacom  Cable  Channel  26  where  he's 
learning  programming,  editing  and  came- 
ra work.  His  present  job.  as  a  process 
server,  has  the  kind  of  flexible  hours, 
that  make  simultaneous  schooling  and 
training  possible. 

Ho  has  ten  children,  the  youngest  of 
whom  is  a  14-year-old  boy  attending 
Potrero  Middle  School.  The  others, 
grown  and  with  careers  of  their  own, 
also  figure  in  James  Rich's  self-proclaim- 
ed battle  with  invisibility.

production  currently  at  the  Neighbor- 
hood House  Theatre  through  June  10. 

Out  of  the  mind  of  writer  Jane  Martin 
have  come  some  of  the  most  fascinating 
charactei'S  -  a  proud  and  uncompromising 
rodeo  rider,  a  housewife  whose  mind 
wanders  off  to  Oz  when  her  husband's 
away;  a  desperate  actress  who  threatens 
to  kin  her  onstage  cat  if  denied  a  part 
at  an  audition;  a  baton  twirler  who  sees 
Jesus  in  the  sky  on  a  good  day  of  twirling; 
a  religious  snake  handler,  and  an  older 
woman  who  finds  comfort  and  beauty 
in  the  many  lamps  with  which  she 
surrounds  tierself. 

And  there  are  others.  They  dream, 
muse,  laugh  and  philosphize.  Not  one 
of  these  characters  is  a  bore;  not  one  is 
easily  forgotten.

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"The  Ramp:"  A  Bait  Shop  ^ 
Becomes  a  Popular  Eatery

What  happens  when  you  add  a  sand- 
wich warmer  to  a  bait  shop?  You  get 
The  Ramp. 

Located  at  855  China  Basin  at  the  end 
of  Mariposa.  The  Ramp  has  indeed  evolv- 
ed over  lime.  It  began  I -J  years  ago  as  a 
bail  shop.  Then  that  sandwich  warmer 
was  added,  and  the  rest,  as  they  say.  is 
history.  The  food  operation  grew  until, 
seven  years  ago.  it  became  a  full-fledged 
restaurant. 

Nevertheless,  the  atmosphere  of  a 
working  waterfront' remains.  In  fact.  The 
Ramp  is  one  of  only  a  handful  of  restau- 
rants in  the  city  -  or  anywhere  around 
the  Bay  -  in  which  you  can  actually  sit 
outside  at  the  water's  edge  and  watch 
the  day-to-day  activity  of  barges.  The 
operating  boatyard  next  door  adds  to  this 
feeling. 

Most  of  the  activity  at  The  Ramp  is 
outside.  (On  sunny  days,  the  wait  for  a 
table  for  lunch  or  weekend  brunch  can 
be  45  minutes!)  The  mismatched  chairs 
and  tables  with  their  umbrellas  -  and 
the  row  of  Adirondack  chairs  along  the 
edge  of  the  water  -  add  to  the  funky  at- 
mosphere of  eating  amidst  the  hustle  and 
bustle  of  the  working  world  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 


Even  inside,  an  airy,  outdoor  feeling 
exists,  created  by  white-washed  walls  and 
oversized  windows.  It's  an  atmosphere 
that  appeals  to  a  lot  of  people. 

Of  course,  the  food  does  its  bit  as  well. 
The  Ramp  is  primarily  a  breakfast  and 
lunch  place,  opening  at  7  a.m.  on  week- 
days, a  a.m.  on  weekends.  Reflecting  its 
atmosphere,  it  serves  basic  American 
home-cooking  style  food  -  burgers, 
salads,  sandwiches.  "The  chef  is  excell- 
ent." adds  manager  Joan  Robins.  She 
usually  also  has  a  few  specials  on  the 
menu,  such  as  Cajun  stew  on  Fridays  and 
home-made  corned  beef  hash. 

On  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons 
during  the  spring  and  summer,  from  3-7 
p.m..  there's  a  subtle  shift  in  the  atmos- 
phere. In  what  has  now  become  a  tradi- 
tion. The  Ramp  features  music  and  an 
outdoor  barbecue.  On  Saturday  the  music 
is  Brazilian;  on  Sunday  you  can  hear  jazz. 

Oh,  and  on  Friday  nights  there's  rock 
and  roll  -  if  you  can  get  in.  The  place  is 
usually  packed. 

Customers  come  in  all  types  and  from 
all  around  the  area.  At  lunch,  for  in- 
stance, you'll  see  casually  dressed  boat- 
yard workers  and  Potrero  Hill  residents, 
as  well  as  business  people  from  the  fi- 
nancial district. 

Some  customers  row  in  from  boats  an- 
chored nearby.  However,  "new  berthings 
are  being  built,"  says  Robins.  "They'll 
soon  be  able  to  come  right  alongside." 

By  the  way.  The  Ramp  is  available  for 
private  parties.  Call  manager  Robins  if 
you're  interested. 

Despite  its  popularity,  owner  Mike 
Denan  says,  "The  Ramp's  got  a  special, 
kind  of  secret  feel  to  it."  True  enough  - 
the  restaurant  is  set  back  and  all  you  see 
from  the  street  is  the  sign.  Just  don't 
forget  there  may  be  a  line  from  time  to 
time  -  the  secret's  out.
